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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim rejection- 35 USC 112 

The 35 U.S.C 112 second paragraph rejection of claim 34 is withdrawn in light of 

applicant's amendment of claim #34. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 24,26,28-29,30-36,38-44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails to 
show a generator mounted below a deck hull having a four-stroke water-cooled engine 
with a vertically-oriented drive shaft and an exhaust system including an exhaust riser 
extending to above a water line of the hull, in which a transportable frame upon the 
engine and altemator are mounted with the platform defining mounting points securing 
the generator inside the boat hull as stated in claim #35. Prior art also fails to show, a 
generator mounted below a deck of the boat having a four-stroke water-cooled engine 
with a vertically-oriented drive shaft and an exhaust riser extending to above a water 
line of a boat, in which the engine and alternator are mounted side-by side on a 
transportable frame as stated in claim #24. Independent claims #28,30,32,39, 41 , and 
43 are allowed as previously indicated in the office action of 03/10/2005.
